Development and Elk Townships affordable housing status and obligations in the future.  There were no 
decisions made.

Mr. Hollywood attended the Delsea School Board meeting.  There was a discussion about shared services 
being capped at 2%.  Mr. Hollywood will talk to the Business Administrator to find out further information.  
 
POLICE CHIEF REPORT 
Chief Hughes reported for the month of May, the department responded to 952 call for service, 13 motor 
vehicle crashes with 3 injuries, issued 312 motor vehicle summons and mad 13 arrests. 
 
FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 
Mr. Rambo read the Fire Company reports for May.  Aura Fire Company responded to 11 calls and thanked 
committee for all their support and coming out to celebrate the truck housing.  Ferrell Fire Company 
responded to 8 calls and Lawn’s Fire Company responded to 1 call. 
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ENGINEER’S REPORT 
Mr. Bitgood, submitted his May Engineer report to committee.  He stated it is time to apply for the 2020 
NJ DOT applications.  Mr. Bitgood suggests Moods Road Phase II.  2 Applications can be sent for 
consideration.  Committee suggested sending Ewan Road as the second choice. The applications are 
due by July 18, 2019.  A punch list work list for Aura 1-5 has been sent to the bond company.  Havish 1 
is ready for a certificate of occupancy.  The meeting with DEP Stormwater management went pretty well.  
A binder was provided to public works for the recording of maintenance of the storm drains.  A 
Stormwater bulletin and information will be posted on the website and an educational session will take 
place on September 17 at 6:30PM, just before the work session meeting.
